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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The applicants again state that the examiner must 
to obtain the translation of the document if he relies on the entire foreign document. The examiner agrees with such statement. However, it 
is again pointed that the PTO is not obligated to provide the translation to the applicants. It is noted that the examiner obtained the 
translation during the examination. It is also pointed that the translation is available through the EPO web site free of charge. It is also 
pointed that the application file contains the translation of the publications of the referenced document. The translation can be accessed 
through the private or public PAIR. 

The applicants state that the finality of the Office action is not proper. The applicants allege that it was no amendments or new grounds of 
rejections. The examiner disagrees. In contrast to the applicants' statement, the applicants filed the amendment on 10/15/07. The 
applicants amended claim 23 and added claim 24. The rejection of new claim 24 was a new rejection, which was necessitated by the 
introduction of the claim. 

The applicants argue that the rejection made under 35 USC 1 03 is not proper. The examiner disagrees for the reasons of the record. The 
previously made arguments are incorporated here again. 

The applicants argue that the examiner identified the pressure as the reagent pressure, not a shock wave pressure. This is not persuasive 
because the claims are directed to the apparatus, not a method. The claims recite a pressure sensor. This limitation is addressed in the 
rejection. Moreover, it is noted that the YD document is concerned about proper pressure (at least the last paragraph of page 3 of the 
translation) 

The applicants allege that there is no motivation to combine the document. The examiner disagrees. The motivation was provided. It is 
again noted that the YU document is concern about the pressure, Huque and WO documents were cited to show that the use of pressure 
sensors was known in the art to control functioning of the pressure wave cleaning apparatuses and that Langen et al recommend the 
disclosed probe for use in the environments where the probe Is constantly subjected to high temperature and pressure. . 
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
